MORTALITY LOSSES. The reported losses from drought and all 

oer causes were:— Sheep 1,300, 234 (804, 415). Cattle 23,596 (25,622) 
Horses 14,201 (13,530) and Pigs 7,760 (9, 672). The combined losses for 
he two years are seen to have been very heavy. 


FOr several years up to March 19443 there had been heavy increases 
in our Pigeie and herds but slight decreases were recorded for Wiarch 194.4. 
The heavy drought losses were Scar En dcereasce mumberms is Owned Oe 
March 1945 with further decreases for 1946. The number of sheep is now 
the lowest since 1931. Further,future numbers will be a Paeetod by the 
loss of present and future breeding stock. The number of DRecdiias ewes 
has fallen from 5,046,390 in 1944 to 3,862,869 in 1946 and the number of 
lamos marked were the lowest since 1940.
